Reference to the attached the subject of 
Soviet Agents and Communists is a matter which receives 
our due attention, and necessary action is taken on receipt 
of reliable information. We have already been apprised 
of the possibilities of Soviet Agents taking advantage 
of the disturbances in North China to avail themselves 
opportunity to come through into China under the cloak 
of being refugees from the war area. The information 
given in this Dispatch shewsthat there is no definite 
information of the arrival in Shanghai of any of these 
Soviet agents. In respect of the above we have no infor- 
mation of any arrivals here and due note will be taken by 
us of any new arrivals for observation and inquiries 
regarding their activities in Shanghai.
